It  will  be  seen  that  none  of  the  notifiable  diseases  even 
approached  epidemic  proportions  There  were,  however,  fairly 
large  outbreaks  of  mumps  and  chicken  pox  in  the  Area,  these 
conditions  not  being  notifiable.  No  deaths  occurred  from  these 
outbreaks. 


(a)  Tuberculosis 

Thirty  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  10  Other 
Forms  were  notified  during  the  Year,  as  compared  with  44  and  10 
respectively  for  1953. 

The  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  0.193  per 
1,000  population  as  compared  with  0.17  for  1953. 

The  death-rate  in  respect  of  Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis 
was  0.024  per  1,000  population,  as  compared  with  0.024  for  1953.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  towards  the  end  of  the  Year,  as 
a result  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  having  completely 
renovated  and  re-equipped  the  Amy  Evans  Memorial  Hospital  as 
a comprehensive  Out-Patient  Department  for  this  Area,  it  became 
possible  for  the  Chest  Clinic  to  occupy  greatly  improved 
accommodation  at  this  Hospital.  Chest  X-Ray  examinations  can 
now  be  undertaken  locally  thus  relieving  a large  number  of  patients 
from  the  previous  necessity  of  travelling  to  Cardiff  for  these 
investigations.  The  Chest  Clinic  was  also  enabled  to  increase  the 
consulting  sessions  from  one  to  three,  and  x-ray  facilities  for  chest 
investigations  were  made  available  for  direct  reference  by  general 
practitioners. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

In  the  early  part  of  Year,  the  Barry  Corporation  informed  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  that  they  noted  with  satisfaction  the 
Local  Health  Authority’s  intention  to  make  arrangements  to  offer 
B.C.G.  Vaccination,  subject  to  the  necessary  preliminary  tests  and 
to  obtaining  parental  consent,  to  school  children  between  their 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  birthdays. 

During  the  Year,  sixteen  newborn  children  from  the  Barry 
Area  were  given  B.C.G.  at  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Cardiff,  as  their 
parents  or  close  family  relatives  were  known  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

Similarly,  three  older  children — contacts  Of  tuberculosis — were 
so  vaccinated  by  arrangements  made  by  the  Chest  Physicians. 

(b)  Other  Notifiable  Diseases 

255  cases  were  notified  during  the  Year,  compared  with  545 
in  1953.

Diphtheria 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  Year.  The  last  case  notified 
in  the  Area  was  in  February,  1947,  and  no  death  has  occurred 
for  the  last  twelve  years. 

The  following  details  of  Immunisation  during  the  Year  have 
been  kindly  supplied  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council:  —

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Poliomyelitis 
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The  patient  who  remained  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  1953  was 
discharged  in  the  middle  of  1954.  The  patient  made  a fairly  good 
recovery  and  has  been  further  assisted  to  this  end  by  the  Corporation 
who  provided  more  suitable  housing  accommodation. 

As  will  be  seen  in  Table  IX,  only  one  case  Of  poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  Barry  during  1954.  The  patient,  who  made  a good 
recovery,  resided  outside  the  Borough  during  the  whole  of  the 
incubation  period  of  this  illness. 

In  spite  of  the  complete  absence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  Town 
during  the  Summer  of  1954,  a disturbing  feature  was  persistent 
rumours  in  neighbouring  counties,  whose  inhabitants  normally  visit 
this  seaside  resort,  that  a severe  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  existed 
here. 

Intensive  efforts  were  made  by  the  Publicity  and  Health 
Departments  to  trace  the  source  of  this  rumour  and  denials  were 
disseminated  as  widely  as  possible  in  the  areas  concerned. 
However,  the  rumour  persisted  for  2-3  weeks  and,  during  this  time, 
adversely  affected  the  trade  of  the  Town. 

Paratyphoid  Fever 

Four  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  early  in  the 
Year  during  the  time  when  this  disease  was  prevalent  in  surrounding 
areas.  Three  of  the  patients  had  eaten  food  from  a suspected  source 
outside  Barry,  whilst  in  the  fourth  case  it  was  found  impossible  to 
trace  the  source  of  infection. 

At  this  time,  intensive  investigations  of  food  handlers  in  the 
whole  of  South  Wales  were  being  undertaken  and,  in  connection 
with  this,  some  250  faecal  specimens  were  obtained  from  food 
handlers  in  Barry,  all  fortunately  with  negative  results.  I should 
like  to  thank  the  food  handlers  concerned  for  their  ready 
co-operation  in  this  matter. 

The  fifth  case  of  paratyphoid  occurred  during  the  Summer  as 
an  isolated  incident  but  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

Following  this,  an  extensive  investigation  of  possible  infection 
of  sewers  in  the  Town  was  undertaken  and  continued  for  some 
months.  At  one  time  it  was  thought  a paratyphoid  “carrier” 
might  be  resident  in  the  West  End  of  Barry  but  the  trace  in  the 
sewers  in  this  area  died  out  and  it  became  impossible  to  trace  this 
individual.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that  he  or  she  might  have  been 
a visitor  no  longer  resident  in  the  Town.

Deprived  Children 

The  following  information  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Children’s  Officer  (Miss  Beti  Jones),  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  1954,  29  children  from  Barry  were  admitted  to  the

19  children  (15  boys  and  4 girls)  were  discharged  from  care 
during  the  Year. 

16  children  are  provided  with  foster  homes  in  the  Area,  whilst 
2 Barry  children  are  away  in  Approved  Schools. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

During  the  Year,  13  men  and  6 women  from  the  Barry  Area 
were  admitted  to  Hostels  under  the  control  of  the  Welfare  Services 
Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  Director  of 
Welfare  Services  (Mr.  J.  Howard  Bargh)  has  also  indicated  that, 
in  all,  some  46  ex-Barry  residents  are  so  accommodated. 

The  ready  co-operation  at  all  times  of  the  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  is  gratefully  acknowleged  and  the  close  liaison  between 
the  staff  of  the  S.E.  Glamorgan  Area  (Area  Clerk— Mr.  R.  H. 
Radoliffe)  and  this  Office  has  frequently  made  possible  the  early 
and  successful  investigation  of  obscure  and  difficult  cases. 

The  work  of  the  local  voluntary  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of 
Old  People  continued  during  the  Year,  regular  visits  being  made 
to  some  40-50  housebound  old  people.  During  Old  People’s  Week, 
the  Mayor  of  Barry  arranged  the  home  distribution  of  gifts  by  civic 
dignitaries  to  sixty  housebound  old  people. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Corporation  is  supplied  with 
water  from  Taf  Fechan.  Details  of  distribution  services  were 
given  in  the  1951  Report. 

The  new  Stumpy  Reservoir  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of 
1954  and  now  provides  a large  portion  of  the  water  supply  to 
the  Area. 

10,790  dwellings  are  supplied  with  water  from  public  mains 
direct  to  the  houses  and  approximately  100  premises  (including 
squatters’  huts  and  temporary  bungalows)  are  supplied  from 
standpipes  or  communal  taps.  A few  occupiers  of  temporary 
bungalows  obtain  water  from  wells. 
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Samples  of  water  were  regularly  taken  during  the  Year  with 
uniformly  satisfactory  results.  The  following  are  typical  reports.

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewage  disposal 
in  the  area,  one  situated  at  the  Knap  in  the  western  end,  and 
the  other  at  Bendrick  Rocks  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  town. 

The  latter  area  of  the  Borough  is  rapidly  developing  and 
consideration  is  being  given  to  the  installation  of  new  drainage  for 
both  surface  water  and  sewage.  Consulting  Engineers  were 
appointed  during  the  Year  and  proposals  for  dealing  with  this 
matter  are  under  active  consideration. 
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Three  small  disposal  works  operate  in  the  west  end  of  the 
District,  one  serving  35  dwellings  and  the  other  two  dealing  with 
about  250  dwellings  each.  The  additional  load  incurred  on  these 
two  in  recent  years  calls  for  further  provision  and  the  Council 
has  the  matter  under  review. 

Apart  from  a few  farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all  other 
premises  are  connected  with  the  public  sewer.

There  are  17  seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  143  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and 
regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  limited  number  of  temporary  structures  in  the  District 
have  been  in  existence  for  a number  of  years  more  than  was 
originally  intended  and  most  are  showing  signs  of  deterioration. 
The  more  necessitous  cases  are  re-housed  by  the  Corporation 
under  a separate  allocation,  and  one  family  has  been  so  re-housed 
during  the  Year.  The  vacated  structure  was  demolished.

Housing 

(a)  Clearance  and  Improvement  Areas — No  Clearance  or 
Improvement  Areas  were  scheduled  during  the  Year.

Housing  Repairs 

The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the 
task  of  enforcing  housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  lower- 
rented  properties,  a very  difficult  one. 

Constant  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  older 
properties  have  resulted  in  much  repair  work  being  carried  out 
but  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  reduce  the  total  of  outstanding 
notices  despite  resort  to  formal  action  in  some  of  the  more  stubborn 
cases. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954 

This  Act  became  operative  on  the  30th  August,  1954.  It 
provides  statutory  powers  for  widening  the  scope  of  housing  policy 
and  facilitates  the  Council’s  statutory  responsibilities  for  the 
clearance  and  replacement  of  slum  houses,  the  enforcement  of 
essential  repairs  and  the  encouragement  of  improvements  and 
conversions. 

Every  local  authority  has  to  submit  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  within  a specified  period,  proposals  for 
dealing  with  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  other  houses 
which  ought  to  be  included  in  clearance  areas. 

The  Act  contains  provisions  relating  to  “ repairs  increase  ” of 
rents  in  respect  of  controlled  dwelling  houses.  There  are  variations 
in  the  possible  increases  and  conditions  which  have  to  be  satisfied. 
It  is  open  to  the  tenant  to  object  to  a proposed  increase  and,  among 
other  alternatives,  such  objection  may  be  based  on  the  grounds 
that  the  house  is  not  in  good  repair  or  is  not  reasonably  suitable 
for  occupation. 

In  such  event,  application  has  to  be  made  to  the  local  authority 
for  a certificate  of  disrepair,  which,  if  granted,  will  debar  the 
landlord  from  recovering  the  increase  until  the  certificate  is  revoked 
by  the  local  authority  or  annulled  by  the  County  Court. 

Certificates  of  disrepair  must  be  in  prescribed  form  and  must 
specify  the  defects  in  respect  of  which  they  are  issued.  Specified 
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charges  may  be  made  and  the  Corporation  resolved  that  a fee  of 
1/-  be  charged  in  respect  of  all  certificates  of  disrepair  and 
certificates  revoking  certificates  of  disrepair  issued. 

During  the  Year,  two  applications  were  made  for  certificates 
of  disrepair  and  both  were  granted.  No  certificates  were  revoked 
in  the  period  under  review.

In  addition,  74  transfers  and  53  exchanges  were  arranged. 

The  Corporation  pursues  the  policy  of  allowing  not  only 
exchanges  among  their  own  tenants  but  also  with  those  of  other 
local  authorities  and  with  tenants  of  private  houses  in  the  Barry 
Area.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  small  families  to  transfer 
from  large  houses  and  so  ensure  maximum  use  being  made  of  the 
accommodation  available. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1954,  1,672  applicants  in  all  categories  had 
been  re-housed  since  the  War. 

House  Letting  Scheme 

The  Scheme  generally  is  administered  by  the  Borough 
Treasurer  but  certain  aspects  of  it  affect  the  Department  and 
these  are  discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

General  List 

All  applications  for  admission  to  this  List  are  considered  for 
the  award  of  points  on  the  grounds  of  “ Insanitary  Conditions  and 
Absence  ot  Normal  Health  Requirements.”  During  the  Year,  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  made  470  inspections  for  this  purpose 
and  details  of  sanitary  marks  resulting  were  forwarded  to  the 
Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 

Special  Health  List 

As  far  as  the  General  List  is  concerned,  no  points  are 
awarded  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.  However,  anyone  who  has 
made  application  for  a Council  house  can  submit  a medical 
certificate  in  support  thereof.  These  are  considered  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and,  where  deemed  necessary,  recommendations 
for  re-housing  on  medical  grounds  are  submitted  to  the 
Corporation.  Lettings  from  the  Special  Health  List  are  on  a 
proportionate  basis  with  other  Lists  and,  during  the  Year,  23  cases 
were  so  dealt  with. 
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The  Special  Health  List  has  made  it  poss;ble  to  deal  fairly 
comprehensively  with  conditions  which  through  overcrowding 
might  cause  danger  to  public  health.  Some  small  relief  has  also 
been  afforded  to  applicants  whose  severe  physical  disabilities 
have  made  essential  the  provision  of  ground  floor  accommodation. 

From  the  Scheme’s  inception  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  in  all, 
129  applicants  had  been  re-housed  on  this  List,  the  medical 
conditions  involved  being  as  follows : —

Substandard  Accommodation 

Two  families  were  re-housed  during  the  Year  from  properties 
which  it  was  found  necessary  to  demolish. 

Hutments:  Ex-Military  Camps 

During  the  Year,  occupied  hutments  were  reduced  to  32  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  set  out  in  the  following  extract  from 
a Resolution  of  the  Housing  Management  Committee  approved 
by  the  Corporation  in  November,  1952:  — 

. . . “ That  as  a matter  of  policy,  this  Committee 
agree  that  the  whole  of  the  huts  be  demolished  within  a 
period  of  three  years  from  the  31st  December,  1952  . . 

Drains 

During  the  Year,  84  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corporation  have  had 
a rodent  Operator  in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into 
operation.  Complaints  received  are  immediately  investigated  and 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries’  methods  of  destruction 
are  followed.  During  the  Year,  172  premises  were  treated,  viz.. 
Ill  private  dwelling  houses,  41  business  premises,  and  20  Local 
Authority  properties.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  in  every 
instance. 

Sewers  are  periodically  pre-baited  by  employees  of  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department,  and  the  results  indicate  the  value 
of  the  work  done.  C.ose  co-operaton  exists  between  the  Ministry 
and  the  Corporation  in  dealing  with  rodent  control. 
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Public  Cleansing 

The  semi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  daily  removal 
of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical  transport. 
Salvage  work  has  been  maintained  in  conjunction  with  public 
cleansing. 

The  Corporation  mamtains  a Refuse  Destructor  and  also 
undertakes  controlled  tipping. 

During  the  Year,  the  dis-used  Brickworks  Claypit  at  Cadoxton 
was  completely  filled,  soiled  down  and  returned  to  the  owners  for 
industrial  use.  A further  claypit  to  the  north  of  the  previous  site 
has  been  brought  into  use  and  has  substantial  capacity  for  further 
tipping.

Kitchen  Waste 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Year,  the  Local  Authority  discontinued 
the  collection  of  kitchen  waste.  From  a public  health  point  of 
view  the  cessation  of  this  emergency  necessity  may  be  welcomed 
as  interference  by  animals  had.  On  occasions,  tended  to  cause  a 
nuisance. 

Bed  Bugs 

Several  complaints  were  received  during  the  Year  and 
investigations  made  in  each  case.  Infestation  in  Corporation 
houses  is  dealt  with  by  our  own  employees  and  in  privately-owned 
houses  by  the  occupants.  Instructions  are  given  as  to  the  methods 
to  be  employed  and  insecticides  provided  at  the  expense  of  the 
Corporation. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act, 

1950 — Specification  of  Areas 

Early  in  the  Year  the  Minister  of  Food  informed  the 
Corporation  he  was  satisfied  that  the  consumer  demand  in  the  Area, 
in  common  with  Cardiff,  Newport  and  surrounding  districts,  could 
be  met  by  the  sale  of  specially  designated  milk  only,  i.e., 
“ pasteurised,”  “ sterilised  ” or  “ tuberculin  tested.”  The  resulting 
Order — The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order, 
1954 — became  operative  on  the  1st  April,  1954. 

From  a public  health  point  of  view,  the  Order  will  go  a long 
way  in  ensuring  the  minimising  of  possible  spread  of  infection  by 
this  means,  but  will  in  no  way  absolve  all  those  concerned  in 
handling  milk  from  maintaining  the  highest  standards  of  personal 
hygiene  and  taking  all  necessary  steps  to  avoid  contamination  of 
this  food. 

The  diseases  most  commonly  spread  by  milk  are  bovine 
tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever  or  other  salmonella 
infections,  dysentery  and  staphylococcal  infection. 

Bacteriological  Examination 

Forty-five  samples  of  milk  were  tested  during  the  Year  for 
•keeping  qualities  and  all  but  nine  were  reported  satisfactory. 
Follow-up  samples  were  taken  in  these  nine  cases  until  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained. 

Examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 

In  addition,  twenty-five  samples  were  referred  for  examination 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  two  cases  positive  results  were  obtained. 

Detailed  examinations  of  both  the  herds  concerned  were  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  individual 
sampling  of  animals  undertaken  by  the  Ministry. 

In  the  first  herd,  one  animal  was  found  to  be  infected  and 
was  immediately  slaughtered. 

Later  in  the  Year,  as  a result  of  investigations  into  the  second 
herd,  12  cows,  found  to  be  tuberculin  reactors,  were  removed  from 
the  herd  and  slaughtered  ; the  remainder  being  certified  as  non- 
tuberculous. 

A third  bulk  sample  (taken  before  1st  April,  1954)  from 
another  herd  was  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  routine  tubercle  testing 
and  guinea  pig  inoculations  undertaken.  Results  proved  negative 
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to  tubercle  but  the  guinea  pig  involved  showed  presumptive 
evidence  of  brucella  infection  and  further  individual  samples  were 
taken  from  the  herd.  The  owner  of  the  herd  readily  agreed  to 
pasteurisation  of  the  milk  thus  completely  obviating  any  risk  of 
transmission  of  infection.  The  investigation  narrowed  itself  to 
one  animal  which  had  already  been  immunised  against  this 
infection  and  had  shown  no  clinical  evidence  of  disease. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949  and  1950,  and  The  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  and  1950 

Licences  were  issued  under  the  above  Regulations  to  dealers 
selling  “ Pasteurised,”  “ Sterilised  ” and  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
Milks. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plants  within  the 
Borough. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  covered 
by  the  Regulations  and,  generally  speaking,  these  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Ice-Cream 

Strict  supervision  of  all  premises  manufacturing  and  retailing 
ice-cream  was  exercised  throughout  the  Year,  and  35  samples 
were  taken.  Follow-up  samples  were  taken  in  every  case  where 
unsatisfactory  results  were  originally  obtained. 

The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
which  appears  to  afford  the  best  available  means  for  the  routine 
grading  of  ice-cream.

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the 
transport  of  all  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Severn  Road, 
Treforest  Trading  Estate,  where  special  drivers  have  been 
selected  for  the  purpose. 

In  instances  where  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  Area  has 
advised  removal  of  a case,  application  for  transport  would  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Barry,  who  would 
pass  the  request  to  Treforest  Control  for  action. 

At  the  Treforest  Station,  a supply  of  white  gowns  is  kept 
and  these  would  be  issued  to  the  drivers  when  called  upon  to 
convey  smallpox  cases. 

Upon  receipt  of  a call  for  transport,  the  Treforest  Control 
would  detail  the  vehicle  and  driver  to  be  used  and  he  would 
then  proceed  to  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda,  where  a nurse  and 
necessary  equipment  would  be  picked  up.  The  case  would  then 
be  collected  and  taken  to  hospital. 
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The  vehicle  would  be  disinfected  at  the  hospital  and,  together 
with  the  driver,  retained  at  the  hospital  as  long  as  considered 
necessary.  The  driver  would  be  re-vaccinated  immediately  after 
conveying  the  patient  to  the  hospital.

SECTION  X — Observations  on  the  occurrence  of 
malaria  in  ships 

The  case  of  Malaria  indicated  in  Table  D (Section  IX)  was  seen 
aboard  the  m.v.  “ Nordgard  ” upon  arrival  at  the  Port  on  the 
30th  May. 

The  patient,  who  had  been  taken  ill  on  the  24th  May,  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  Cardiff. 

The  vessel  had,  during  its  voyage,  called  at  the  following  West 
African  ports — Calabar  (8/5/54),  Abonnema  (11/5/54)  and  Port 
Harcourt  (15/5/54). 

Anti-malarial  precautions  (mepacrine)  were  being  taken  by  the 
whole  crew. 

SECTION  XI  — Measures  taken  against  ships  infected 
with  or  suspected  for  plague 

During  the  Year  no  “ infected  ” or  “ suspected  ” ships 
arrived  in  the  Port. 

Vessels  arriving  from  plague  infected  ports  or  suspected 
areas  would  be  inspected  on  arrival  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
and  Port  Health  Inspector.  Such  vessels  would  be  thoroughly 
searched  for  rat  evidence  and  rats  caught  or  found  dead  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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SECTION  XII  — Measures  against  rodents  in  ships 
from  foreign  ports 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

Vessels  are  inspected  by  a Port  Health  Inspector  as  soon  as 
possible  after  docking.  Deratting  or  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  are  inspected  and  an  overall  inspection  for  rat  traces 
made  of  the  ship.  If  evidence  of  rats  is  found  during  the  validity 
of  a Certificate  held  on  board,  the  owners  are  advised  to  undertake 
fumigation.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  ready  co-operation  of 
owners  in  this  matter  is  obtained.  However,  should  instances 
arise  where  such  co-operation  was  not  forthcoming,  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  control  and  reduce  the  rat  population  on 
board.  Trapping  and  poisoning  would  be  employed  as  methods 
of  elimination  and  the  use  of  rat-guards,  pamted  and  lighted 
gangways,  etc.,  to  prevent  egress  of  the  rodents  ashore. 

In  cases  where  rat  indications  are  found  and  the  Certificate 
is  not  valid,  fumigation  is  enforced. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  exam- 
ination of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague, 
including  the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during 
the  year. 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health),  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

7 rats  from  ships  and  18  from  the  Dock  Area  were  sent  to 
the  Laboratory  for  examination  and  none  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  rodent  plague. 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods 
used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor,  the  name  of 
the  contractor. 

The  main  method  Of  deratting  ships  in  the  Port  during  the 
Year  was  fumigation  by  Hydrogen  Cyanide  though  in  one  instance 
trapping  was  undertaken  by  the  Port  Health  Authority’s  Rodent 
Operator. 

Fumigation  of  vessels  in  the  district  is  undertaken  by 
commercial  contractors.  Not’fication  is  received  from  the 
contractors  as  to  the  date  and  time  when  fumigation  will  take 
place  ; a Port  Health  Inspector  attends  the  fumigation  and  ensures 
that  everything  done  is  in  strict  compliance  with  the  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  (Fumigation  of  Ships)  Regulations,  1951. 

The  contractors  who  carried  out  fumigation  of  vessels  during 
the  Year  were  as  follows:

A research  has  recently  been  made  into  the  history  of  rodent 
control  in  the  Port  and  the  following  details  are  submitted  for  the 
interest  of  Members. 

The  Port  was  opened  in  1889  but  the  only  records  of  rodent 
control  before  1920  were  in  1910,  when  1,140  rats  were  destroyed 
on  vessels,  and  in  1913,  when  2,060  rats  were  destroyed  in  ships 
and  on  the  docks.  In  1919  a rat-catcher  was  appointed  to  the 
permanent  staff. 
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In  March,  1928,  the  Port  was  authorised  to  issue  Deratisation 
and  Deratisation  Exemption  Certificates  (Art.  28  International 
Sanitary  Convention  of  Paris,  1926). 

The  ratio  of  certificates  issued  in  period  (1928-1954)  is  set  out 
in  the  following  table  : —

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Methods  of  Rat  Destruction 

Up  to  and  including  the  Year  1922,  the  only  method  recorded 
at  this  port  was  that  of  trapping  and  poisoning. 

Fumigation  with  sulphur  was  introduced  in  1923  but  trapping 
and  poisoning  remained  the  predominant  method  until  1928. 

In  1929,  H.C.N.  first  came  into  use  in  the  Port  but  did  not  gain 
ascendancy  as  the  method  of  choice  until  1942.  Since  and 
including  1945,  only  H.C.N.  has  been  used  for  fumigation  purposes.

These  Orders  prohibit  the  importation  of  animals  into  British 
home  ports,  scheduled  ports  and  countries,  and  also  provide  for 
the  disinfection  and  cleansing  of  vessels  on  which  animals  are 
carried. 

34  dogs,  24  cats  and  2 rabbits  were  brought  to  the  Port  during 
the  Year,  and  remained  on  board. 

Dangerous  Drugs  (No.  3)  Regulations,  1923 

No  certificates  were  issued  under  these  Regulations  during 
the  Year. 

CARDIFF  (RHOOSE)  AIRPORT 

During  the  Year  the  Minister  of  Health,  acting  under  Section 
18  of  the  Civil  Aviation  Act,  1949,  invited  the  Corporation  to 
undertake,  on  his  behalf,  health  control  at  Cardiff  (Rhoose)  Airport. 
This  the  Corporation  agreed  to  do. 

Under  Article  54  of  the  Air  Navigation  Order,  1949,  the  Airport 
has  been  designated  as  a “ customs  airport  ” as  from  the  1st 
April,  1954. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  were  appointed  as  Airport  Medical  Officer  and  Deputy 
Airport  Medical  Officer  respectively  and  undertake  health  control  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft) 
Regulations,  1952  and  1954. 

A temporary  examination  room  is  provided  at  the  Airport  for 
the  medical  examination  of  passengers  who  arrive  from  places 
abroad  which  are  known,  or  suspected,  to  be  infected  by  major 
infectious  diseases.  At  the  moment  negotiations  are  proceeding 
for  more  permanent  accommodation  to  be  made  available. 

The  same  facilities  are  available  for  removal  of  patients  to 
hospital  as  apply  to  the  Port  of  Barry. 

As  indicated  previously,  the  Airport  is  designated  only  as  a 
“ customs  airport.”  It  is  not  a “ sanitary  airport  ” and  should  any 
arriving  aircraft  or  passenger  thereon  require  cleansing,  disinfecting 
or  disinsecting,  the  aircraft  would  be  directed  to  proceed  to  a 
recognised  “ sanitary  airport.” 

The  appropriate  officers  connected  with  the  Airport  are  issued 
with  up-to-date  information  on  “ infected  ” or  “ suspected  ” areas 
but  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public 
Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  during  the  period  under  review. 

Close  co-operation  exists  with  the  Staff  of  the  Airport,  H.M. 
Customs  and  the  Immigration  Officers  and,  wherever  necessary  and 
possible,  advance  information  of  arrival  of  aircraft  is  transmitted 
tc  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Airport  is  a recognised  port  under  the  Aliens  Order,  1953. 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
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Health  hold  Warrants  of  Appointment  as  Medical  Inspectors  of 
Aliens. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  examine  any  aliens  during 
the  period.
